Mr. Kelley dived sev- 
eral times to the bottom of the river 
at the point wnere the box was found 
to see If more gold could not be locat- 
ed. It Is reasonably certain that the 
box was originally filled with coin us 
It was hand nude nnd had been nude 
very strong lot the purpose of holding 
money Those who saw the box nay 
that It was washed into tho river oed 
from some nearby brooklet and that 
H was buried in the i>erilous days of 
the civil war when residents were 
afraid elthi r to keep money in banks 
or In their homes. The coins were 
made before Ihe civil war, a fact 
which further Indlcatea that the box 
was buried during the guerilla days ot 
40 years ago.
